Sugar  corn  is  liable  to  rot  and  should  not 
be  planted  until  the  ground  has  become 
warm;  for  a succession,  plant  every  two 
weeks,  until  the  middle  of  July,  in  hills  3 
feet  apart  each  way,  covering  about  half 
an  inch  deep,  and  thin  out  to  3 plants  to  a 
hill.  The  extra  early  varieties  can  be

CELERY 


Sow  early  in  an  open  border,  in  shallow 
drills,  and  water  freely  in  dry  weather. 
Rolling  or  pressing  the  seed  in  the  soil  is 
more  satisfactory  than  covering.  "When  the 
plants  are  5 to  6 inches  high,  transplant  in 
rows  3 to  4 feet  apart;  plant  6 inches  apart 
in  the  row.  Cultivate  well,  and  when  large 
enough,  blanch  by  earthing  up.  To  make
